The 
exceptionally bright child is just 
HK much of a problem, If not more 
so, than the backward youngster. 
Parents of moro clever children 
seldom give them tho proper "ad- 
vanced" toys to fill their time or, 
minds. 


As to punishment and training, 


they do go hand in hand often, but 
your boy is not too young to be 
disciplined 
by depriving him of 


things he wants. For instance, bo 
WANTKD to "watch in a ma." much 
more than he wanted his choo- 
ehoo train. Therefore, deprive him 
of mama's company. Put him in 
another room with his toys and 
shut the door. 
There is no fear 


connected with that; he Is simply 
deprived of association with 
the 


one he wants. 
When he promises 


to 
keep his fingers 
out of 
the 


wheel, 
let him 
come back 
and 


"watch." 
If he doesn't keep his 


word, put him back In the room, 
WITHOUT his toys until he minds. 
He will learn, maybe not in one 
try, 
but in two or three. 
Parents 


must first TRAIN TH10MSKL.VES 
JN PATIENCE before they can go 
about intelligently directing baby 
minds.
